ACTION REQUESTED: 

Rectify the listing of inventors so that Horst Eger is listed as the primary inventor. 
This is followed by Mohammed Koohmaraie, followed by Steven D. Shackelford, 
followed by Peter Haagensen followed by Tommy L. Wheeler. 

DISCUSSION: 

The Manual for Patent Examining Procedure Section 605.04(f) provides for the 
rectification of the listed order of inventors upon petition under 37 C.F.R. Section 1.182. 
The listing of inventors has no legal significance, however there is a strong implication to 
the general public that the first named inventor made the primary contribution to the 
Invention. However, in this case, Peter Haagensen did not make the primary contribution 
and it would be tremendously unfair and unjust to list Peter Haagensen as the primary 
inventor instead of Horst Eger. The listing of Peter Haagensen first, was merely a 
clerical oversight. Since this is merely an administrative and procedural matter, it is 
respectfully believed that there is no reasonable basis not to grant this Petition to rectify 
what is merely a clerical oversight. 

CONCLUSION: 

Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the listing of inventors be corrected 
with the primary inventor being Horst Eger, which is then followed by Peter Haagensen, 
followed by Mohammed Koohmaraie, followed by Steven D. Shackelford, followed by 
Tommy L. Wheeler. 

A denial of this Petition would operate as a tremendous injustice and mislead the 
general public as to which inventor made the primary contribution. Therefore, the 
granting of this Petition to rectify a mere clerical error and provide proper notification to 
the public is respectfully requested.
